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PRIVATE LETTER FROM A VIRGINIAN IN CALI- 
FORNIA TO “THE SENIOR.” 
San Francisoo, Cal., Oct. 19, 1860 
My dear J.—I bave made buta limited stay in this city since my ar- 


rival on the 25th ult., or I should have addressed you at an earlier mo- 


ment. I was anxious to anticipate the wet season, as it is called, and 
have been visiting the hills aud valessouthwerd of this place, with which 
I have been highly gratified. The soil everywhere that I bave travelled 
is fertile beyond conception. This fertility is not confined to the vallies, 
but the hills, and even the mounteins, are alluvial in soil to their very 
summits. {[t is evident that the ocean once flowed over this entire coun- 
try, and that our continent of America, or the greater portion of it, was 
once covered by the mighty tide now known as the Pacitic Ocean. On 
hille over 2000 feet above the level of the ocean 1 picked up shells, and 
discovered other evidences of marine deposit. Of one thing I am cer- 
tain, and it is, that this world in which we live is far older than we have 
been taught to believe it, and the Chinese, who go back 30,000 years be 
fore the Christian Era, are much nearer to the truth than our village 
achoolmasters, whose opinions we have been accustomed to respect 80 
highly, on this subject. Be this as it may, the country isa splendid one ; 
in climate, soil, prodaction, and location, it is unsurpassed and unsur- 
passable. With a railroad over the plains, as must inevitably ensue be- 
fore you and me are ten years older, this country will be the garden spot 
of the United States, and tne paradise of the world. In the production 
of the grape alone, visions of national wealth and happiness float before 
me. Here every variety can grow and ripen to perfection. From May 
1st to Nov. lst there is seldom, or never, any rain, and the temperature 
during this long period is just the degree necessary for the security of the 
grape. Since I have been here I have seen thousands of pounde, and of 
every variety, and not a bunch have I seen in the least defective, every 
grape full and plump, and every bunch thoroughly packed. Already 
the vine growers of Languedoc and of the Rhine are here ion numbers, 
and already has the export of wine commenced. I have conversed with 
some of the manufacturers, and they are in extacies, and I shall forward 
to you by first good opportunity a few samples of that which best pleases 
my palate. Other fruits are the same, too, in quality and perfection— 
rich, luscious, and large. What think you of apples, pears, and peaches, 
very little smaller than your cranium? Vegetables, too, of mammoth 
size, but in quality not affected thereby. Fish, likewise, abound, and 
the salmon immense in size, like everything else. Living, therefore, is 
good, is super-excellent and cheap. Nothing is dear here, except labor, 
house-rent, and fuel, all of which will come to a proper level in due time. 
To you, however, I would expatiate on the merits of this country for the 
breeder of thoroughbred stock. A race horse here would be blessed with 
an even temperature almost the year round, and for six months of it 
would need little or no protection from weather. Races could be run in 
this country the year round—no spring and fall meetings, but spring and 
fall ali the time. The taste at present is rampant for the trotting stock, 
and, like Flora Temple and Patchen with you, I hear of nothing but 
Jim Barton ard Glencoe Chief, and Glencoe Chief and Jim Barton. 

I send you two steamer ‘‘Builetins’’ with this, conveying full details 
of the recent grand agricultural exhibitions. They are so full and com- 
plete that I have nothiog to add to them.

SHOOTING AND FISHING IN MINNESOTA. 

£2. Pact, Mixn., Nov. 1, 1860. 
Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—I arrived at this place about ten days since, and found 
it greatly changed from what it was when I passed by seven years ago. 
Immediately upon my arrival I made arrangements with some gentle- 
men to go out to the Rice Lakes, about sixteen miles distant, and take a 
turn at the wild ducks, at this season always abundant in that vicinity. 
Accordingly, the next morning found us on our way with tent, dogs, 
ammunition, and the ordinary fixtures necessary for camp-life—not for- 
getting, of course, the ever-useful frying-pan. 

We pitched our tent near what is known as Travers’ Crossing,, in 
close proximity to the best ‘‘stands.’’ We found the ducks very nume- 
rous and fat, as they always are after feeding on the wild rice. Impelled 
by some instinct, they fly in opposite directions along the chain of lakes 
each night and morning—the heaviest flight being during the twilight of 
morning or evening. For twenty minutes, at each of these perivds, the 
vast numbers of these water fowl that filled the air cannot be conveyed 
to the mind by anything short of actual observation. But what seemed 
strange to us, the darker the hour the higher the ducks seemed to fly, 
so that at the very time when the air fairly hummed with the noise of 
their wings, we were able to kill the least number. Nevertheless, our 
party, averaging four guns, managed to kill and ge over ninety ducks 
during the six days we were encamped. We crippled, or killed, and 
lost in the wild rice, fully one hundred more. We were all satisfied 
with our success, as we had bad weather and several other evils to con- 
tend with, such as getting out of coarse shot, &c., and, in addition, two 
of our fowling pieces were but light woodcock guns of No. 16 bore. 
The first morning, after the duck ‘‘flight’’ was over, I killed a couple of 
brace of fat jack or Wilson's snipe, and promised myself plenty of sport 
afterwards, when I should leave camp better prepared. Unluckily, that 
‘very night, a hard frost upset my calculations, and, on the morrow, net 
a snipe could be found. 

In the proper season jac's -snipe are very abundant near St. Paul, and, 
within ‘‘striking distance,’’ good deer hunting and grouse shooting can 
be had. Both the ruffed grouse and the pinnated are abundant, espe 
cially the latter, of which, at the right time, great numbers are obtained. 
A friend informs me that a single individual of his gacquaintance killed 
2300 last year. 

Deer are quite plentiful within twenty-five miles of St. Paul. While 
at camp, a wagon passed us, bringing in eight fine deer just killed by 
four hunters who accompanied it. 

As to the fishing at and about St. Paul, enough could be said to fill a 
dozen letters. You must excusejme, therefore, for simply alluding to it 
in a general way. Black bass, pickerel, muscalonze, and trout, are the 
principal kind which are sougut after, although that active and very 
game fish, the pike-perch or wall-eyed pickerel, is frequently caught by 
persons trolling for bass, The muscalonge is not unfrequently taken 
by knowing onesin the Mendota River, but is said not to occur in the 
lakes or ponds, which are visited principally for the purposs of captar- 
ing bass, pickere!, and pike-perch. Ali the larger lakes contain these, 
but, perbaps, the White Bear Lake is justly the favorite. A good old 
British sailor has there established a boat-house, and keeping ‘‘batch’’ 
divides his time pretty equally between his household duties, rowing 
boats, and reading Spurgeon’s sermons. Such a life ought to fit him 
for a*snug post hereafter. 

Perhaps of all sports which render the vicinity of St. Paul attractive, 
its trout-fishing takes the lead. Owingtoa salutary law probibiting the 
capture of trout between the first day of October and the first of March, 
Ican give no personal experience derived during my present visit. I 
can only, therefore, tell you what has been done by certain friends dur- 
ing the past season. Dr. M., of this place, with two other gentlemen, 
during the latter part of last April, fished a day and a half ina tribu 

tary of Rush River, taking over 600 trout! Although none were caught 
of very large size, the largest weighing, when dressed, but 1fibs., the ave- 





rage weight was good, being about half a pound to the fish. The Doc-

INTERESTING LETTER FROM “OBSERVER” 
The Best American Stock—English and American Contests—Mr, Ten Broeck 








Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—After a long absence from your columns, an old Corres 
pondent is induced to renew there a former theme, in one brief article, 
on the verification of old predictions, im regard to the Boston stock, pa 
that the Sir Archy blood, on fair terms, would establish its value on the 
English Turf, as it has done. : 

Since the prediction, the reputation of the Boston stock has been put 
beyond cavil in this country, by the running of Lexington and Lecomte, 
and their descendants ; by that of Nina and Red Eye and _ their descen- 
dants ; as well as by others descended from Boston. In this list is incly. 
ded Planet, now at the head of the American Turf; and Umpire, unitige 
all the blood of Lexington with that of Lecomte, nearly at the head of 
the English Turf; though he has been ‘‘unlucky’’ in not Winning the 
Derby and St. Leger, as his friends had expected. In the one case he jx 
supposed to have been wretchedly out of condition ; and in the other he 
was beat by St. Albans, ‘‘the best horse that has been seen for many a 
year.’’ The same judicious and capital English writer (‘‘Censor’’) says : 
‘In Great Britain and Ireland there were foaled, in 1857, about twelve 
hundred worse horses than Umpire.’’ Your last number, Messrs. Editors, 
announces that at the late Newmarket Houghton Meeting, on the 22d of 
October, in a match for 1000 sovereigns ($5000), Mr. Ten Broeck’s Um- 
pire (by Lecomte out of Lexington’s dam) beat Lord Glasgow’s Tom Bow- 
line, each of them three years old, and carrying 8st. 7lb. (1191bs.) “Bet- 
ting—3 to lon Umpire. He went quite away from Lord Glasgow's colt, 
and won in a common canter by three lengths.’’ We learn from ‘“Cen- 
sor’ that Tom Bowline has ‘‘no small claim to be denominated a race. 
horse.’’ He has defeated The Wizard (winner of the 2000gs. stake at 
Newmarket, second in the Derby, and third in the St. Leger, and since a 
distinguished winner,) and another renowned horse, Cape Flyaway, ‘‘in 
private, and Thormanby’’ (the winner of the Derby) ‘‘in public.” ‘‘Um- 
pire has run with our best’’ (English horses), ‘‘and has been with our 
best at the end of some great races.’’ ‘‘St. Albans alone has proven that 
he can whip him.’’ ‘‘Censor’’ concludes that he ‘‘cannot for the life of 
him see one particle of difference between the English and American 
race-horse.’’ This parity between the best of the countries is all that 
your correspondent has ever claimed for our stock. The get of Revenue 
and Lexington appear to be equal to their illustrious predeceessors ; and 
it is to be regretted that Planet and Fanny Washington, Daniel Boone 
and Laura Farris, should not have run the present year in England as 
they have run in this country. They might have achieved as much, and 
probably more, celebrity than Umpire. Starke, frequently declared 
‘not a first-rater’’ in America, ‘‘has proven himself to be nearly so’’ 
(by his ‘‘performances’’) in England. Of the other American horses in 
England : Prioress one year won the Cesarewitch, was within a head of 
winning it the next year, and ought to have won the Goodwood Cup ; Sa- 
tellite has run a mile “in wonderfully good time,’’ and has kept the 
best company, ‘‘giving 8lb. to Twilight, about the speediest mare in 
England.’’ We shall probably hear more of Satellite. Next Optimist. 
He ‘‘has kept up the ill-fated prestige of the American stable by running 
second,’’ with a score ormore behind him. He has run ‘‘like a race 
horse.’’” With ‘2lb. overweight’’ Optimist was second to a very superior 
race-horse for the Cesarewitch this yeas. | Maggiore, too, has won cele- 
brity, has run dead a heat with the Derby favorite, Dundee ; and inthe 
late Cambridgeshire was fourth, ‘‘close up to the third,’’ with an im- 
mense tail, too, b: hind. 

A writer in your *‘Spirit,’’ Messrs. Editors, however, says [but in ad- 
vance of the Houghton Meeting], that ‘Umpire and Mr. Ten Broeck’s 
other horses have few attractious’’ for him—‘‘an Englishman ;’’ yet he 
admitted, ‘‘the American must undoubtedly be considered dangerous, and 
its trusted representative be respected.’’ This vpinion had scarce been 


published before Mr. Ten Broeck won his match with Umpire; wis 
‘‘well’’ in the Cambridgeshire with Maggiore that ‘‘ran well ;’ aad woo 
two races, the same meeting, with Pomona and Pedlar, English horses. 

It seems likely Mr. Ten Broeck’s laudable zeal tv place American 
horses with the best in England will be hereafter crowned with still more 
distinguished success. . 

In justice to him and to our American blood, as exemplified in Eng- 
land, these remarks are made.

ycme with a clean coat and uninjured. Those who use setters usually 
pear their coat short, so that they look more like a pointer, and then 
ey can outwork their short-haired companions, and show their excel- 
jccy in aday’s hunt; but imagine how such a shorn setier looks—a 
vay mopgrel-like appearance indeed ; still, it is better to pursue this 
course than have the dog disabled for several days. The poiuter is the 

¢ for dry uplands thooting, although often we experience the fact that 
they are too slow. I only saw one pointer in my life that would range 
a feld as swift and tine asa setter. A swift and steady pointer 1s an in- 
yaluable animal in this section of the country, and it matters little 
whether full-blood stock, or mixed between smooth and rough bieed, as 
loog as the dog does the work required of him to perfection—he is the 
desirab'e animal. For breeding, however, we cannot trust to their 
produce : forthat purpose pure blood and a good judgment is required to 
keep the bieed from degeneratiog and degrading to worthless cars. 

Accidents in breeding, and the eager experiments of breeders in olden 
times, have given us the breeds of dogs we .now use with so much de- 
light on the field, and which scientific breeding have finished to sure and 
perfect reproduction. The means used to that purpose can be to a cer- 
tainty delineated in tae species when thrown into too close connection 
(what we call breeding io), and left uabalanced by the counter-iofusion 
of blood, then the different mixtures of the composition can be traced in 
the progeny. 

Te pointer is a composition of the low hound, greyhound, and the tall 
In somwe'the buli-dog bas been used as a reaction to rough 
cost, aud also ag a means to impartendurance. Six years will suffice to 
jerfct a breed of poiuters from artificial breeding. In certain pointers 
tLe greyhound can be traced at once, while others give more the features 
cfthe hound ; others again show the skull of the Jaud-spaniel, but most 
ofthem show a combination of them all, and these are the most desira- 
bie to lreed from ; in these all the different convections are equally balan- 
ced 80 a8 to assure fine reproduction. 

There are now Claimed five cr six breeds of pointers, but on close ex- 
smivation we find the number much higher. In Eagland almost every 
kennel shows a d fferent breed, which is caused by the careful breeding 
of the same stock, The tall pointers vary considerable, and hardly more 
than the stock of one kennel is alike. The low, or heavy-set pointer, 
also vary considerably, and show the same result. The Spanish breed— 
once called the silent hound—which is now extinct, has been the origin 
of most of them in England and France. In Germany, where there ex- 
ists a very ancient breed of pointers, all of which are liver colored, tan 
feet aud muzzle, the breed originated between the hound and spanicl 
aove, A very old picture illustrates the progress of this breed, as used 
by the Electors of Saxony in hawking and fowling; the picture is in the 
hoyal “Zigdschloss,’’ Moritzburg, in Saxony. The cultivation of that 
breed bas resulted in the real German pointer, now found in the 
southern and eastern sections of that country, and highly esteemed. In 
later years English blood has been introduced in that breed—the mixture 
‘eulted in a low, compact, mostly mottled, species, which is usually 
(undin the northern and western borders of Germany, and possibly 
will extinguish by degrees the genuine old breed, but the true old blood 
sstill prominent ic shape and color through many generations. 

The French pointer, which is a national mixture of their own, most- 
yof black color aad split nose, is a very tough and durable animal ; 
bul have never bad the occasion to trace out the composition. Tha 
Cussian pointer, in color and shap2 of head much like th> French, ori- 
ginated, most likely, from the French stock, and bred ia with the Sibe- 
‘up bloedbound, which is clearly shown in his siz? and form of body, 
also by his ability of running on the scent of game both furred and 
‘athered.

It was to Brighton that Dr. Johnson and Fanny Burney resorted wit’ 
Mrs. Thrale and daughters, soon after the death of the eminent brewer, 


| who, poor man, after sleeping himself into a lethargy, finally slept him- 


self into an apoplexy, of which he died. One of Mrs. Thrale’s daugh 
ters, to whom Dr. Johnson gave the pet name of Queeny, died lately ; 
she was nearly, if not quite, the last of the Johnsonians, Dr, Johnson's | 
cear little Queeny was the Dowager Lady Keith, and died at the vene- | 
rable age of eighty-two. The residence of the Thrales was, according | 
to the ‘Brighton Directory,’’ at No. 75 West-street, What pleasant | 
strolls had they by sunlight, and by moonlight walks, upon the cliff. I 
fancy I can see the ponderous form of Dr. Johuson, with little Fanny 
Burney hanging on his arm. What delightful chit-chat there must 
have been in a society of which Dr. Johnson, Mrs. ‘Thrale, Mrs. Cha 
pone, Richard Cumberland, and Miss Monckton formed a part. ‘Tois 
Miss Moncktou was afterwards the Countess of Cork, so highly celebra- 
ted for her literary aseembles, where she delighted to collect the cele- 
brities of the day. She patronised the late Lady Morgan, then Miss 
Owenson, the noveliest, and whose ‘Wild Irish Girl,’’ and other inils- 
ted works, were then very popular. She was the daughter of Owenson, | 
the manager of several small theatres in Ireland, and married Sir | 
Charles Morgan, an Irish baronet. I think, Tom Moore ob-erves, | 
‘That Lady Morgan had the honor of having her work called ‘Italy’ 
publicly burned in that country.”’ Lady Morgan died within the last 
twelve months. Richard Cumberland was an occasional visitor at Mrs. 
Thrale’s, yet no great cordiality existed between them. I cannot ac- 
count for this, for Cumberiand was a good and benevoleat man. Miss 
Burney declared him to be envious. A little of this literary envy migh’, 
perhaps, influence others as well as Cumberland. ‘ 
I knew Richard Cumberland perconally; had it rested with bimself 
he would make all the world happy, and he strove to do so as far as bis 
own influence extended. At Tunbridge Wells, where he chiefly resided, 
he was regarded with veneration, heading local subscriptions and giving 
freely in private. I wonder if the dear old bay-windowed house is still 
in existence, and if it ig still called Cumberland House? Cumberland 
House stands, or did stand, upon Mount Sion. ‘The parish clerk lived 
opposite him. Cumberland himself told me the anecdote of this clerk, 
who, when his lodgings were empty, always gave out the psalm com- 
mencing, ‘‘Mount Sion is a pleasant plaec.”’ 

Cumberland frequently had musical parties, and thore humbler 
friends who had not the privilege of the entre used to be invited to the gar- 
den to hear his music. He once invited my dear mother and my.elt in 
this way, saying, ‘‘I am going to have Vioti in the evening ; did you 
ever hear him play? the windows will be open, and you can hear him 
as pleasantly as ourselves; nay, more s0, for you can sit in the summer- 
house surrounded by flowers, and by the lights in the rooms you can see 
my guests ;’’ amongst whom, on that occasion, were the late Duchess 
of Wellington, the Misses Berry (to whom Horace Walpole extended his 
friendship and bequeathed some thousands), the Hon. William Spencer, 
Lady Louisa Bentinck, his daughther, Mra. William Tighe, the wite of 
the member for Wicklow, and, to ber greater honor, her husband was 
the brother-in-law of the celebrated Mrs. Tighe, the authoress of tae 
beautiful poem of ‘‘Pysche.’’ 

I very much regret that I lost some autograph lines of Cumberland 
which he presented to me, and were never published. This was an ad- 
ditional verse to Collings’ beautiful ode; be said that the poet had 
omitted the passion of Gratitude, and these lines were expressive of that 
passion ; and hereupon I had the temerity to express an opinion that 
Gratitude could not be considered as a passion, but merely a sentiment. 
and we had quite an argument upon the subject. ‘Can you not,’’ said 
Cumberland, ‘‘by a feeling of gratitude be excited to teara? and that 
excitement is passion, and not sentiment; and Collins should bave de- 
scribed it in his list of the Passions.’’ It would bave been great pre- 
sumption to have argued further with Richard Cumberland, yet 

He who complies against his will, 
Is of the eame opinion still. 

At Tunbridge Wells Cumberland held quite a court upon a sma! scale, 
and, like all sovereigns, was surrounded by flatterers. One lady of tash- 
on declared to him that she preferred his poem of ‘‘Calvarv’’ to ‘*Para- 
dize Lost ;’’ another, that she was more amused by ‘The West Indian” 
than ‘**The School for Scandal ;’’ and even poor old Mrs. Baker, the m- 


Before Bewe and Vining’s time the Brighton Tueatre was leased by 


Brunton, the granifitoer of the late Mra. Yates, aod the father of the 
late Dowager Countess of Craven In a notice of this lad v’s recent 
death a contemporary bas inaccurately rema'ked that Lady Craven, 
with tha exception of the Dowager Countess of Kasex, was the last of 
the titled ladies who bad quitted the stage for a more elevated position. 
He must bave forgotten that there stil survives the Luly Dowager 


Countess of Hargogton (Miss Foote), Lady Gardner (Miss Fortescue), 


Lidy Be@her (Miss O'Neil), and though last, not least, Lady Crampton, 
the recently wartied and highly accomplished and fascinating Victoire 
salfe.

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THE EARL OF DERBY. 


The Right Honorable Elward Geoffrey Smith Stanley, fourteenth Earl 
of Derby, was born on the 29th of March, 1799, in his ance-tral home at 
Knowsley Park, near Prescot, in the County Palatine of Lancashire, and 
is now in his sixty-first year. His father, who was better known 
o the public for a long period as Lord Stanley, seems to have devoted 
him, like the first Sir Robert Peel did hisson, to the service of the State, 
and he was educated, as it were, for office. His scholastic career com- 
meoced at Eaton, and was concluded at Christchurch, Oxford, which Uni- 
versity, strange to say, he quitted without (aking bis degree of Bachelor 
of Arts. It must not be thoug .t, however, from this circumstance, that 
he had not then exhibited those talents which have since won him one 
of the most exa'ted positions in Europe; for, among other distinctions, 
he obtained the Chancellor's prize for Latin verse, reading his poem on 
**Syracuse,’’ according to custom, from the rosirum of the Sheldonian 
Theatre, which, upwards of thirty years afterwards, witnessed his own 
installation as Chancellor. One reason alone has been assigned for his 
taking so singular a step as not entering for his degree, which was that, 
conscivus Of his powers of being able to eclipse all his comp-titors, the 
bare idea of risking a defeat for “the first place’? was too much for his 
sensitive nature to endure. Immediately he attained his majority, Lord 
Derby, then the Honorable Mr. Stanley, eutered Parliament, as many 
other sta'esmen have dune before him, by meams of a pocket-borough, 
and as representative for Stockbridge he commenced his career as a poli- 
tician, s S ed o o o 3 9 
Whether Lord Derby shines brighter as an administrator, or in opposi- 
tion, it is not for us to decide, for it is time to pass on to himas a sports- 
man. But we cannot refrain from avowing our belief that the nobleman 
who has the courage to assert his sole policy to be the advancement of 
the g.eat object of peace on carth and good wiil among men, the increase 
of the social, moral, and religious improvement ot his country, and the 
contribution to the sufety, honor, and welfare of his Sovereign and her 
dominions, is worthy of the coronet that was placed upon his ancestor's 
brow at the battle of Bosworth, by the seventh Henry, and one of whom 
we cin point to with pride and pleasure as the type of a British states- 
man. 

‘Thus, without party bias of any description, we have entervored to 
lay before our readers the chief phases aud incidents of Lord Dorby’s po- 
litical career, audit only retmains for us now to depict him in that ca- 
pacity in which he is most familiar to the majority of our patrons, viz., 
as asportsman of the very iirst class, either on the moor, the stubble, 
or the racecourse. Inheriting to the tullest extent the partiality of his 
father and grandfather for field sports, Lord Derby has for years been 
ove of the strongest supporters of the ‘Turf, and has contributed mate- 
rially to the maintenauce of its honor and well-being. Originally he 
had the management of bis father’s stud placed in his hands, and found 
time trom his political engagements to sce that their trainers, Saunders 
and Pearce, did justice to them. When he began, however, on his own 
account, he joined John Scott's stab e, and has since remsined in it, 
through good aud evil report, leaving entirely the conduct of his etud to 








nageress, toadied to the author by playing ‘fae West Indian” oa every 
Monday evening through the season. 

The old Duke of Queensberry, or old Q, as he was called, frequented 
the Wells. He had in his youth been a most notorious profligate, and 
in bis old age gave you an idea of Lord Ogleby, yet, I fear, without bis 
amiability. 

The Duke of Qeensberry used to sit at the theatre, in the opposite 
stage-box to Cumberland. It was curious to observe these two old gen- 
tlemen, with their old-fashioned telescoped opera glass directed towards 
each other, steadily, as it were, contemplating their features. ‘Their 
very white heads tended to give them a resemblance. ‘This was remark- 
ed to Cumberland. He answered very curtly, ‘It is because we are bo h 
old and thin, and have each a ‘rrosty pow.’ No, no, Heaven forbid 
that I should resemble old Q !’’ 

Cumberland once inquired of me how I liked the character of Char- 
lotte RKusport in ‘‘The West Indian. Of course I answered that I very 
much approved of her, but I ventured to inquire the reason why be 
made Charlotte, like most of his heroines, make love to the gentlemen. 
He smiled good-humoredly and replied, ‘‘My dear, that is because it is 
most natural; I have generally found it so in real life.”’ ; 

Years and years have passed away since Cumberland departed. His 
celebrated comedy is almost forgotten. Poor old Mrs. Baker, who al- 
ways delighted that ‘her people’’ should act at Cumberland’s play of 
“The West Indian,’’ sleeps ber last sleep at Rochester, while ber thea- 
tre at the Wells is conveited into a Corn Exchange. F 

As the trains start regularly I tender no apology for conveying my 
reader by ready transit from Tunbridge Wells to Brighton. ‘Tue train 
regularly conveys, on a Sunday, the hal/f-crown lot, as the Brightonians 
somewhat contemptuously te:m it. Then on that day the aristocratic 
belle carefully betakes her to her balcony and eschews the Cliffs, lest any 
of these vulgarians should ,come between the ‘wind and her nobility’’ 
—then in shoals descend the excursionists toward the beach, heavy }a- 
den with huge baskets of provision, where, if the day proves fine, tue 
greater portion sit staring at the ocean and sedulously devouring their 
provision—the simpering milliver’s apprentice exclaims, as she leans oo 
the arm of her lover, and first catches a glimpse of the ocean, ‘‘Oh, how 
‘eavenly /’’ and ayouth in a light suit adds, ‘1 say, Bill, an’t this prime ¢ 
‘Lbis beats Woodwich and Gravesend hollow, don’t it?’ 

It must be confessed that the Sunday visitors create anything buta 
favorable impres-ion. Beware how you step, less you take a fragment 
of the Sunday’s banquet on your boot, and although they liteally 
‘‘cast their bread upon the watery,’’ it as literally returns after mauy 
days. 

An old Brighton boatman, who guided me in a little trip by water, 
and ‘‘gossiped”’ as we glided on the calm sea, told me that ‘**He had 
been mortally badly used by four Aalf-crown swells last Sunday. You 
see, marm, they hired my boat, and I was out two or three hours with 
‘em, and wery funny and agreeable they were in their way, for the wat- 
ter of that, but I'll bs blessed, whea we come back, and before wy 
boat run quite ashore, if they didn’t all spring out of her, just turn.ng 
their heads to laugh at me, and then tossing up their caps by way of 
‘good-bye,’ they rushed up the Cliff, and, I suppose, galloped up to the 
town to catch the train. No; it it was no use my running to catch 
them ; so all I got for my three hours’ labor was to lose my time aod 
my money, aud be jeered at by my mates.’’ Let us hope that this is 
a solitary isstanee, and not to be taken as a true sample of Loadon 
assurance. 

Iam old enough to remember Martha Guon, the famous Brighton 
bathing woman, ani when a little child was dipped by her. There were 
some opposition machines to Martha, who, a3 you passed her, would ex- 
claim in a voice not unlike a boatswain’s, ‘‘Come here, my dears, barthe 
with the old people, don’t barthe with the new oues!'’ Martha was a 
favorite with George the Fourth in his young days, when he used to be 
called ‘‘The Prince,’’ and walk from the Pavilion, then open to the sea, 
accompanied by the fascinating Mrs. Fitaherber, in the lapooos of the 
day designated as Fat, Fair, and Forty. 

I remember the merry weather-beaten face of the ‘‘great Guon Mar- 
tha’’ in her usual costume of a petticoat and gown of blue serge, ber 
grey hair blowing about from under her white cap. In this dress she 
resembled an old sailor disgaised as a woman. 

Tbe Brighton Theatre is now under the control of the much-reepected 
and talented Mr. H. N. Cart. It has had many vicissitudes and many 
managers, and it has now regained the position itonce held uader the 
management of Messrs. Bewe and Vining, whea it then flourished as 
now under its present management. Toe step-daughter of Mr. Bowe 
married Mr. /¥. Vining. Mr. Bawe was a Sargeon dentist, and practised 
in Brighton. He is the person from whom the Charecter was taken of 
Peter Fidget in “The Boarding House,’’ with a white front, green door,

the veteran who is at the head of it. And well has the confilence been 
bestowed ; for although, to John’s intense mortilication, he has never 
been able to pull him through a Derby, twice, when his: prospects for 
them louked the brightest, his horses De Clare and Boiardo breaking 
down, he has y-t, by the excellence of his training, and the jalicious 
m inner he has engaged them, gained for him most of the distinguished 
priazes on the turf, and rendered his training bill a mere bagatelle. To 
instance the correctuess of our stabements we may enumerate, among 
other victories that arc emblazoned on bis escutcheon, the Oaks of 1851 
with lis; the Two Thousand Guineas of 1856 with Fazzoletto; the One 
Thousand with Canezou and Sagitta in 1848 and 1860; tue Cesarewitch 
in 1819 with Legerdemain ; the Goodwood Cup in 1849 and 1850, with 
Cinezou, who also carried off the Doncaster Cup in 1859. The Great 
Yorkshire Stakes he won three years out of four, viz., in 1853, 1854, and 
1856, with Umbriel, Acrobat, and Fazzoletto ; and but for the treachery 
of the lad who rote Acrobat in the Chester Cup, be should have been 
credited with that race also. The Derby has always been fatal to him; 
his favorites for it, and on whom he most relied, viz , Dervish and ‘Toxo- 
phiite, beiog endowed with more speed than staying powers ; but had not 
De Clare broke down on the Sunday previous to the race, his trainer al- 
ways maintains he would have worried Wild Dayrell to death, and de- 
feated him. Produce Stakes innumerable have fallen to his lot at New- 
market, Ascot, and York, and at Northampton his two-year-olds were 
wont to be very formidable. Such successes obtained by his own blood 
reflect quite as much credit on Lord Derby asa breeder as it does on 
John Scott as a trainer, and his crosses of blood are wonderful *tnicks.’’ 

When in office the last time be thoug.t it incumbent on him to retire 
from tbe turf, pot from any cessation in bis attachment, but solely be- 
cause he found it was almost impossible for him to see a race or bestow 
that attention upon his bores which one in bis porition ought to do. 
The greater portivn of bis etal came to (tbe bammer op the Saturday af- 
ter the Doncaster meetiog, 1858, and realiz d over £5000. The an- 
nouncement of this step aluost creates as great a sensation as Toxo- 
philte’s ruoniog fortune Derby, when bie owuer’s admivist:ation was wn 
extrems. Asd few bave forgotten the fierce aseult of the ‘Times’ on 
Lim beesuse he would not give some of bis lots away, and claimed for 
hiweclf the right of every Eoglisbimin to put a reserve price on his pro- 
perty. To hisjockey Lori Derby is liberal, but not foolishly extrava- 
yant; and so delighted was be with tbe exquisite manner in which Al- 
fred Day handled tue cowardiy Dervish at Goodwood in his race with 
Arthur Wellesley, tuat be seat him a che que for $100in recognition of it. 
Frank Butler's services, which were coriainly very important, be always 
e-teeme! 3 and if be succeeds in his fortncomiog measure to mi. itate 
the borrors of that syetem of traffickiog in buman flesb, which has been 
so lovg in force in tae Jockey Club, aod which is nothing bata remoant 
of « barbarous age, he will cara tor h m<elf tue gratitude of our jockeys, 
end be universally recogniz:d as tue Wilberforce of our turf. la raciog 
law Lord Derby js well read, for bis whole soul is in the eport, and of 
him it is said that be once addressed the Speaker of the House of Com- 
monsas Mr. Clers of tne Course. Oa another occasion, s/s», when it 
might have beea supposed he was broken down with a spercn of four 
hour’s duration on China, full of blne-book details, takiog hold of a rac- 
ing peer’s arm, he evqu red as he left the House what would wio the Two 
Vbousand ? and was immediately as active io diecussing the merits of 
the field as be bad been before io analyz ng the motives of our ambassa- 
dur at Hong Kong. Freed from political care, Lord Derby, coatrary to 
general opinion we will admit, is no Jooger the fierce aristocratic parlia- 
mentary debuter, but the genial, good-natured man of the world, tull of 
fun, ever ready to appreciate a jose, avd down te every move on the 
race-course, as he is on the che-s board of St. Stepben’s. And if the 
walls of John Scott's parlor covld speak, they would reveal many @ 
‘‘Noctes’”’ that would rival tee “Awbrosiavg’’ of Blackwood, as the 
mighty Minieter, suok jiato the sportsman, sat up with bis trainer till 
the light broke sufficiently to evable tuem to try their borees. A few 
more brief words aad our task is eoded. Toe turf bas beea held to be a 
degrading pursuit ; but while its leader, whose domestic virtues are On a 
par with bis public wort), aud whois as capable of replying to Count 
Cavour in Italian, at Turi, 43 be is to M. Thouvenel, at Paris,in Freoch, 
and is the patrivt who eatert woe d fourtesa thousaad voluotzers, at bis 
own expense, on @ rec+nt uccasiva, the British sporteman may well be 
proud of tue asceadaocy of toe turf over the pabiic min 1, and trust the 
day may not be far distant when tay “Riciag Calendar’ suall appear 
minus the name of the Earl of D-rby.

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BREEDING HABITS OF SOME OF THE RARER 
BRITISH BIRDS

such little information as I possess respecting the beeeding habits 0! 
few of the rarer British birds, which are not uncommon in Sweden ; ana 
: “11 , r sas concise 
as I well know the value of your space, I will endeavor to be as concl 


as possible, merely observing that if at any future period you would wish 
to know more of the fauna of this interesting country, sush inform ation 
as I possess is at your servicé ; 

I perfectly agree with you—the sparrow-hawk makes no nest. It 1s 
Our commonest hawk, and J invariably take the eggs (four, five, OF 81X) 
Jn the old deserted nest of a crow ; but both the buzzard and honey-buz- 
gard build often a fresh nest, often merely repair the nest of the preced 
ing year. ‘This I know to be correct from personal observation. : 

The hobby breeds commonly with us, and, like the sparrow-hawk, uses 
an old crow’s nest. ‘The eggs of the hobby, merlia, and kestrel resemble 

each other; but I have remarked the egg of the merlin Is the smallest of 
the three, geuerally deep blood-red—more blotched than spotted ; that 
of the kestrel much the largest, of a lighter color, with brown-red blotches 
—it is also rounder. oo ; 

The eggs of the kite and buzzard are often hard to distinguish, but I 
have generally found that of the kite the largest, and always more finely 
colored ; in tact, we generally find the buzzard’s egys very faintly blotch- 
ed. often dirty white. ; 

The eale owl breeds sparingly throughout the middle and south of 
Sweden, and I bave seen the nest both in a tree and on a rock : eggs al- 
ways three (full number). : 

1 never took the nest of the snowy owl myself, but it breeds common- 
ly on the high northern fell ranges. I saw the full nest brought down 
some few years since : eggs seven in number, smaller and not so round 
as the egg of the eagle owl. This owl lays more eggs than any of the 
species, and, I have heard, as many as ten. toa 

I have twice in the same year, in April, taken the nest of the Striz 
Tengmalei in Wermwmland ; both instances in a hollow fir, not far from 
the ground ; eggs in both cases six, white, more oblong than any other 
of the species. 

I never, as mentioned by Mr. Hewitson, found the nest of the eagle 
owl On the bleak and unsheltered summit of a lofty mountain, though 
probably it may build tbere. I have seen the nest in a very low fir on 
an island iu the Gotha, and more than once ona small over-hauging 
pine on a highish stony rise in the forest, but never far from the ground, 
and generally in low sheltered forests. . : 

I consider the great black woodpecker very common in our forests. 
They go to nest always in April, and the wild **Ply-oh’’ of the old bird 
at this season soon leads one to tbe locality of the nest. The eggs are 
always, as far as my observation has led me, laid in a hole in a dry fir, 
pecked out fresh by the bird itself; their number, five. The hole is of- 
ten inaccessible, high up, in # tall barren pine, without a branch stand- 
ing out. The name of this bird bere is very applicable, ‘‘Spil kroka’’ 
(chip crow), and I am certain I have seen a gallon of chips lying at the 
foot of the tree alter the hole has been pecked out. If the first clutch 
of eggs is taken, the old hen lays again ; aud I once knew fitteen eggs 
taken from the same hole. There is not so much difference in size be- 
tween the egg of this bird and the green woodpecker ; ia fact I have 
eggs in my collection of both, which no one could separate, but generally 
that of the Pieus Martius is one jive longer both ways. 

Both the great and lesser spotted woodpecker breed very commonly 
with us; and I have seen six eggs taken from a nest of each. The breedt- 
ing habits of the greater spotted more resemble tbe great black wood- 
pecker, but the lesser spotted often breeds close to houses, always in a 
small tree. The eggs of the lesser spotted woodpecker and wryaeck 
much resemble each other, but I have remarked this distinction. In the 
eggs of all the woodpeckers small parallel lines appear to rua down the 
shell and meet at the smali end, which IJ never have remarked in the egg 
of the wryneck. Moreover, the egg of the lesser woodpecker is generally 
more pointed at the small end. We have three other species in our forests 
unknown to Britain, the P. leuconotus, P. canus, and the P. tridactylus. 

I have taken ten eggs from the nest of the wryneck. 

The egg of the cuckoo is generally ash-grey, spotted ; but I observe 
the color changes much, according to the egg of the bird in whose nest 
the egg is laid. Thus I have in my collection four eggs of the cuckoo— 
one laid in the nest of the meadow pipit, one in the nest of the white 
wagtail, one in the nest of the hedge sparrow, and onein that ofa robin, 
in all which birds the eggs are very dissimilar, and each cuckoo’s egg 
has a faint resemblance to the egg of the bird in whose nest it was laid. 

It is the opinion of some that the hooded crow breeds always near the 
coast. This is not the case. It breeds very commonly with us, and I 
suppose we are at least one hundred miles from the sea, even a3 the crow 
flies. 

The nest of the nutcracker I never took myself, but it breeds in Swe- 
den, and this year I received two sets of eggs not far from here from a 
correspondent upon whom I can rely. Im both cases the eggs were four, 
and, though I saw neither nest, it was described as being in a small fir, 
and not unlike the nest of the jay. The eggs were smaller than those of 
the jay, ash-grey, blunter, with agreen tiut, freckled with brown, which

THE MODERN DRAMA. 


It is not merely among tiiose who eutertain objections to the stage on 
religious grounds that our theatre is heldin such small account. The 
upper classes, as a body, have almost utterly deserted it. Their amuse- 
ment they find in the opera—not, as some have hastily supposed, 
because the opera is fashionable, but simply because upon the lyric stage 
there is a completeness, an aftlueace of resources, an evidence of mana- 
gerial taste, and a display of artistic excellence, such as are not to be 
met with in any establishment where English plays are represented. 
If Drury Lane could produce ‘‘Macbeth’’ or the ‘School for Scandal’’ as 
Covent Garden can produce the ‘'Prophete’’ or the ‘‘Barbiere,’’ its pro- 
gramme wight be stereotyped for weeks, and nota private box would be 
| obtainable for love or money until the requirements of Belgravia had 
been fully satisfied. Nothing indeed can be more pitiable and crest- 
fallen than the stage under its present aspect. It was once full of life 
and energy, revelling in a powerfulinfluence, which it certainly abused, 
but which nevertheless showed of what things it was capable. Now the 
furious beast which Puritanism hunted and struggled with, and which 
it momentarly overcame, walks abroad unfeared, unheeded, in the pub- 
lic way. The lion has had its claws cut, its teeth have been extracted, 
even its roar has been tempered to a whisper, and the formidable animal 
has become as harmless a3 alap-dog, and is held in much about the 
same estimation. The stage bas lost its confidence in itself, ali courage, 
all capacity. The broken-down merchant who becomes a messenger in 
the establisement of which he was once the chief, is not more humble 
in tone, or more obsequious in manner, than the theatre of the present 
day. ‘fhere is scarcely a subject lying out of the beaten dramatic track 
which it dares to handle. It is afraid to meddle with politics; it shuns 
all allusions to the great questions which may be agitating the public 
mind; it shrinks from religion as a poor man shrinks from the elegant 
and well furnished church, which he foolishly imagines he is not worthy 
to enter; it rarely ever touches upon history, except with timid nervous- 
ness; even the manners of the day, the passing follies of the hour, the 
airy trifles floating in the social atmosphere, and against which the 
polished shaft of wit and ridicule have ever been directed—even these 
fail to arouse its slumbering energies. It goes at a jozg-trot pace, the 
embodiment of a commoa-plac3 respectability, which, in its eagerness to 
offend no susceptibilitizs, to awaken no antagonism, to pass beyond no 
established formula of thought and speech, becomes pre-eminently tame, 
servile, humdrum, harmless, and contemptible. ‘True, the stage, as 
though still in its teens, has a guardian,a strange anomalous protector, 
called a censer, whose mission it is to look after the little boy, and see 
that he does not use any bad language, throw stones, get into evil com- 
pany, or read Tom Paine ; and this fact, doubtless, acc »unts to some ex- 
tent for the timidity and tameness to which we have made allusion. 
But bow is it such an absurd officer is allowed to exist a day in free 
Eagland? Why, if the stage had had any spirit, he would turn ound 
upon the protecter by whom he is followed, hit out at that well-dressed 
inculcator of propriety, and serve the official Mentor exactly as Tom 
Brown served Slogger Williams. After a little sparring, and very few 
rounds, we should hear no more of the dramatic censor, depend upon it. 
Fully nine-tenths of the works now brought out upon the English stage 
are utterly colorless and conventional. They reproduce conventional 
characters, they employ conventional phraseology, they embody con- 
ventional ideas, they depend for the interest they excite upon conven- 
tional incidents, developed through the agency of conventional plots. 
Time advances, but the stage stands still, and in this way it happens 
that that the pictures of life represented at the theatre apply neither to 
the past nor to the present, nor, indeel, to any day. ‘To paraphrase 
the eulogy bestowed upon Shakespeare’s masterpieces, they are not of an 
age, but of no time. ‘aking all thess circumstauces into accouat, it is 
strange tu find many people of by no means illiberal or narrow-minded

‘This is not correct, and I fancy if a dozen of eaca (mixed 
fresh eggs) were mixed together, in nine cases vut of ten, I would pick 
outeach. The greatest resemblance lics between the egg of the fieldfare 
and riug-ouzel, but I always fancy the egg of th+ latter is largest, and 
the spots larger and deeper. he egg of the black bird, in general, is not 
so bigh-colored as either. As to tue eve of the redwing, it is considera- 
bly smalicr than any of the others. 

‘Fhe ticidfare is gregarious in breeding, and [ have seen fifty or sixty 
nests ia oue small clump ot aspen trees. Not so the redwiag, whose sty 
and solitary habits during the breeding season form a strange contrast to 
the open clamorons bebaviour of its congener. L invariably find the 
nest of the redwing in a small fir planting, generally in a low iir, not 
six feet from tue ground ; always by itself; the eggs usually toree. The 
redwing is called the northern nightingale, and with justice, for a sweeter 
note I never wish to hear than the rich gush of melody which the old 
male bird pours out from the too of a tir, during the long twilight of the 
northern summer’s night, when all nature is at rest. 

The breeding habits of both our wagtails precisely resemble those of 
their British rejresentatives, of which they appear to be scarcely more 
than varieties. 

The little crested titmouse is, next to the P. lorealis (which is the nor- 
thern variety of the marsh tit), the commonest of ail with us. They go 
to nest invariably early in April. Tae nest, of moss and wool, shaliow, 
generally in an old rotten stub; eggs never more than six; aud to be 
distinguished from those of the marsh tit by th« red spots always being 
heaped at the larger end. I know no bird so j-alous of its nest as this. 
It is hardly safe to look at a nest, mucno more touch it, or the old hen 
is sure to desert. 

Whether or not our P. borealis is anything more than a variety of the 
marsh tit, | leave for wiser heads thaa mine to determine. Tae princi- 
pal difference is that in one the head 13 giossy, in the other dull. One 
thing ] have remarked, the nest of our P. borerlis is invariably built 
throughout of the under dead bark of tue aspen, aod this alone distin- 
guishes it from the nest of the crested tit. 

I know not a more cheering sound than the loud, monotonous call- 
note of thr ortolan bunting of an early morning of our deligotful north- 
eru spring, for thenI well know that summer is really at hand. I 
would willingly dwell upon the most interesting of all interesting sub- 
jects—the migration or tue feathered race, but the subject has been 
handled by abier pens than miue. Mr Briggs wishes me to give him 
the data of the arrival of some of our spring migrants. Tis { would 
willingly do, but witu as they are scarcely two seasons the same. I have 
compared your correspondent, Mr. Oscar Baker’s ‘‘time bill’’ of this year 
with mine, and we are pretty much in the same latitude, and they tally 
pretty well. Noone but the man who has spent a winter in the north, 
gazing for perbaps five months of the six on a landscape of snow and 
gloomy pines, can imagine the feelings of delight with which we ‘‘north- 
ern bushmen’’ hail the advent of the first epriog migrant. Perhaps the 
first that appears is the lark, but I never place any reliance on him; this 
year I saw the first lark in March, aud the snow was deep on the ground 
in May. But there are three birds that never deceive me. As svon as I

Winter is over, but that we suall bave a last struggle between winter and 
Spribg ; a8 coun as I sce the first diver fiy over tne lakes, as if in search 





views, shunniog the theatre on principle; shunniog it on no bigoted, 
sectarian spirit, but on the broad ground of morality and Christian de- 
corum ; believing it the sams pest-house of iniquity it is held to be in 
Puritan traditions ; regarding it as Satan’s own playground, and feeling 
ready to disinverit sou or daughter of theirs who shoald enter its unhal- 
lowed precincts. Now, we have no wish so treat such views with levity, 
or to throw any ridiculs upon convictions which we know are entertain- | 
ed in full sincerity. Stili we caunot help expressing the opiniom that | 
those views and convictions rightly belong to another period, and are | 
not justilied by the present condition of our stage. Doubtless, there is 
to many minds a fascination in the theatre, which, if unduly yielded to, 
would lead to no good result. But may not the some be saidof all amuse- 
meuts, even those which we find ministers of religion openly and zzal- 
ously advocating in the present day? Cricket, for instance, is a very 
exhilerating, beneficial, and manly pastime, but if Master Bob or young 
Mr. William were to give up all their time to it, neglect school duties 
for it, and plainly show that their whole thoughts were absorbed in the 
game, their fathers assuredly would be justitiedin pulling up their wick- 
ets, burning the bats, aud pitching the ball into a horee-pond. Again, 
there is a fascination in the society of women, more especially, perhaps, 
if they be young, pretty, intelligent, accomplished, weli-bred, amiable, 
and free trom affectativu. But are we therefore to set it up asa rule otf 
our lives, that we must never enter the presence of these syreas, lest, 
once drawn across the charmed circle, we tiad ourselves without power 
to return? The theatre, as an amusement, must of course be followed 
like any other, with reason, and in moderation, and whea tius follow- 
ed, its results will assuredly not be of a kind to excite alarm.

When doing 
the like mischiefs, and likewise hurting his keeper, be was sold toa 
brewer, but is now grown so headstrong they dare not work him; for 
he hata bitten and wounded so many persons (eome having died of their 
wounds) that there is hardiy avy can pass the streets for him, though he 
be fast tied, for he breaks his balter to run after them (though loaden 
with eight barrels of beer), either biting or treadiug them down, mon- 
strously tearing their flesh and eating it, the like whereof bath hardly 
been seen ; and ’tis certain the horse will answer the expectation of all 
spectators.’’ The sequel of the story is that several dogs were set at the 
vicious animal, which he killed or drove from the arena; the owners 
then Jed him away, trusting to make more protit and sport by future ex- 
hibitions. But the spectators insisted that, according to the promise in 
the bill of performance, he should be baited to death. They then began 
to demolish the building ; and the borse was at length recalled to satis- 
fy them before he reached Londoa bridge. Other dogs were then set

might fill a volume with the advantages which would result to society, 
if inuocent and healthful amusements of all kinds were from Principle 
encouraged ; we could sbow taat the evils of stock-gambling, and all 
other gambling which is an abuse, grows out of the mistaken idea of 
suppressing rather than directing one of the most interlaced impulses of 

the human heart, bat we will not, leaviaz oar train of argument mere.

ers, contenting ourselves with an illustration of how the unsuspecting, 

without the shadow of a chance, are daily robbed of their bard earnings ; 
not openly and above board, not avowedly in the spirit of manly bet- 

ting, but literally robbed of their substance ; the guilty parties taking 
their gains with the meauness of the sneak thief, and the voracity of 

the tiger. One of the ways this is done is clearly illustrated by the

A young man, ac'’erk in a store, arailroad conductor, a baggage mas- 
ter, or something of that kiad, has contrived to accumulate a smal! sum- 
of money—say one hundred dollars. Having got so much he is uaturally 
anxious to get a litile more on the principle that a man never is, but al- 
ways tv te blest. He reads ia the papers of the enormous fortunes some- 
| times made by a lucky bitin stocks—but then he remembers that to 
speculate in stocks you must first have them, and that it takes more 
money thaa he has got, as he supposes, to buy énough to make a rise at 
any ebject. But be goes toa stock broker, and lays his ambition open 
Tne broker listens, sympathises, and finally enchants the 
young man by revealing to him the mystery of ‘putting up a margin.” 
‘*Here,’’ says the broker, ‘I have got for sale forty shares of the Swamp- 
ville, Red-doz, and Eien Bailroad. These shares are of a hundred dol. 
lars each, but owing to the present state of affairs on the road the market 
value of them is only fifty dollars. On the completion of the Youcantua 
Brauch, which connects wit this road at Eden, the whole trade of the 
rch valley of Skunk creek will be poured over this road, and its earnings 
will increase one bundred per cent. A gentleman of your experience 
my dear Mr. Smashtrunk, must see that under these circumstances the 
stock of the S. kh. & E. R. R. must go up, possibly to $100. Now you 
may take this forty shares on sixty days’ time. You shall advance me 
$2,50 on each share, margin, and I will hold the stock for you sixty 
days. You can sell it at any time within theeixty days. If the advance 
is only $75, your gains will be $1,000; If it advances to $100, yourgaing 
will be $2,000. Of course it is ridiculous to suppos2 that the stock will 
go below its present rate. If it does, however, all you will have to do

‘*Dazaled by what appears to him the certainty of making $1090 on an 
outlay of $100, and the possibility of makiog $2000, the infatuated 
Smashtrunk ‘goes ia,’ planks down his $100, and becomes the nominal 
owner of forty shares of 8S. R. & E. R. R. Now he reads with avidity 
the daily report of the stock market in the morning papers, and if S. Bh. 
& E. R. is quoted at 50}, bis soul is filled with joy. We know of a few 
cases where avery good thing has been made in this way, bat lately the 
thing is ailtheother way. Smashtrunk reads, for instance, 00 Monday, 
that S. R. & E.R. R. is down to 48.

[remember this match when it was made, early in the summer ; the 
Duke cf Terranova’s b. m. Polly (formerly known in New York as the 
Burnham mare) and Marquis Talon’s ch. g. (English), three miles, in 
jarness, for $1000 aside, owners driving. Tbe horse was completely 
dark, aud bad been sent to England to train, whence all manner of ab- 
surd reports about him arrived. Tbe little mare had only appeared once 
in public (at Valenciennes), where sbe trotted under saddle, with a 
crushing weight, and of course cut up very badly. The Marquis was 
also considered the better whip of the two, so that, on the whole, the 
gelding was rather the favorite, but there was not much betting; the 
Duke only backed his mare for $220 besides the stakes. 

The eventful day (the 29th Oct.) was, luckily, a very fiae one, the last 
of a magnificent spell of weather, with which the month concluded, to 
make up for its bad beginning. A number of amateurs assembled, 
among them Prince Menchikoff, Viscount Taloa, Count Klein, M. Moc- 
quard, several American gentlemen, and a largespriokling of tae horse- 
dealing and sporting fraternity. Your correspondent aud Mr. A. Van 
yandt, of New York, were appointed judges, and 10 a.m. fixed for the 
start, but in consequence of a misunderstanding as to which way they 
were to go, the competitors did not come to the post till near 11. The 
road outside the Bois de Boulogne course being uot quite two miles and 
a quarter, they were obliged to go over part ot the ground twice, start- 
ing from the Rothschild chateau, and making one complete circuit from 
the stands. The owners appeared in their colors; altuough there were 
sulkies to be had in Paris, neither had availed himself of tie chance ; 
the mare was harnessed to askeleton wagon, weighiug about 110ibs., 
aud the gelding to a brutal French gig, weighing at least 500.bs. 

A very good start was effected at the first trial, but they hai hardly 
got off when the geidiog broke, and the mare opened a loug gap. 
Atter going about three hundred yards she broke also, aud lost some 
lengthe, but the horse was unable to overhaul her. These were the only 
breaks made in the race ; both horses had been so hard worked ia trai.- 
ing tuat there was no extra {fretfuluess about them. The mare did tue 
first three-quarters of a mile in 2:11, aud by that time the race was vir- 
tually decided, as the horse eeemed quite unable to extend himself. Aft- 


finally won by an immense distance, somewhere vetweeao a quarter and 
half a mile, in 9:20. 

There are a good many flyers about ia Paris just now, among others 
the much talked-of and little-proved Jack Rossiter, Jr., a heavy cab-like 
dark chesnut, with a fair turn of speed and grezt buttom, but not an 
easy horse to drive, much the reverse, in fact. 

The last day of the Autumn races was chiefly remarkable for the mi- 
serable exhibition made by Gouvieux in the Emperor's Purse. This 
race (}} miles, for 4 yr. olds and upwards,) was won by Lyciscote, whom, 
two months ago, no one would give $500 for! Papillote, an ordiuary 
second-c!ass horse, was second, Black Priace and Gouvieux nowhere. 
Since Fort-a-Bras and Forester have gone to grief, there is not a staying 
horse left in France ! 

The Duke of Terranova’s stud was sold at auction yesterday. Some 
of the harness horses realized large prices, but Harry, the suaftls-bridle 
hunter and winner of two steepl e-chaees, only fetched $360. The two 
trotting mares were advertised with the other horses, but afterwards 
withdrawn. 

The improvements of Paris continue to be a standing—ny, a rising and 
falling wonder. Here a new street, there @ new Opera, elsewhere the 
business of centuries overthrown, and hundreds of acres added to tre 
city ata blow. Witbal this, rents naturally dearer than ever, and silly 
litterateurs, with a sagacity about equai to that of a middie-age mob 
when corn was high, attacking the landlords as the cause of it ! 

A tew tragedian who will not replace Rachel by a long chalk, a new 
tenor who will not succeed to the mantle of Mario, an old fairy piece re- 
vived with English ballet girls (!) an old closet drama of Feuillet’s 
(the original of all the ‘rehabilitated’? Camelias), brougut on the stage 
With great success, the too famous Leotard not run away, as was report- 
ed, Baniere fighting a critic because his last play was bad, and the critic 
told him so, both parties bauled up befure the police in consequence ;

NATIONAL RIFLE CONTEST AT BRUSSELS, 
Linck, Belgium, Noy. 1, 1860. 

Deor “‘Spirit.",—I send you a brief ac. ount of the great National Rifle 
contest, which commenced at Brussels on tbe Ist ani closed on 
the 8th. ‘The first, second, and third days were very unfavorable : it 
rained nearly the whole of the time, yet notwithstanding, a great num- 
ber of shots were fired ; towards the close of the week, great numbers 
poured in from all paits of the kingdom, and the weather becoming fine 
and clear, some excellent shooting was scored. The distance fired was 
225 metres, near 250 yards; there were 22 targets, and even that number 
was found to be insufficient to satisfy all. They had to extend the 
time one.day longer. I went the last day, thinking there would be a better 
opportunity of firing without being disturbed ; unfortunately it proved 
to be the worst, for many had acted as I bad, and were, like myself, 
deceived. I arrived on the ground at9 A. M., and was some hours be’ 
fore I could get my name iuscribed, when I had again to walk about 
Nearly two hours waiting for my turn; itat length arrived, and it Wag 
on & quarter to five when I bad fired my last shot. Everything was ad- 
Mirably arranged, and the greatest order prevailed, with the exception 
of the constaut rattle of twenty-two rifles being discharged, which was 
rather perplexing to the shooter ; for several times, whea I was about to 
ruil, clack on one side, aud crack on the otber, made me losea good 


tight, 





The best shooting made was by an old man sixty-five years old; he 
‘cored 255 in ten shots, 6 being bull’s eyes. The value of the prizes dis- 
‘ibuted was over one hundred thousand frances ; those of the Royal fami- 
'Y Were certainly very beautiful, consisting most!y of a silver tea or break- 
fast Service, &c. The presentation took place at the Temple of St. Au- 
“oe *, in the presence of the Kiog, Duke aad Dacuess of Brabant, Count 
— cfficers of State, and a large number of the officers of the 
Pring Winners of the Ist, 2d, and 8d prizes were personally present.

i. elivered a very long and interesting address, in which he was warm.

PEDESTRIANISM IN ENGLAND. 
THE FASTEST MILE TIME ON RECORD!! 

An extraordinary pedestrian match came off at Manchester on the 27th Octo- 
ber. It appears that Siah Albison, of Bowice, who won the Champion’s Belt, 
at the Copenhagen Grounds, Newton Heath, some time since, was challenged 
according to the conditions on which he held it, to run Wm. Lang, of Middles’ 
borough, for it and £25 a side. The deposits having been made good and the 
men gone into active training, speculation became very brisk, Albison being 
made the favorite, and from rumors that were current, it was said that both had 
‘beaten any time known.’’ On the day fixed an immense concourse assembled 


being laid on him, and at start as much as 2 to 1 was oflered. When the men 
appeared on the ground, every elevated spot was taken possession of, the utmost 
anxiety being prevalent to witness the contest. The men got off on equal terms, 
Lang making the running at a tremendous pace, evidently attempting to cut his 
opponent down at first. On completing the first revolution of the course he was 
at least ten yards in advance, but from this part Albison drew up to him, it being 
evident he could not continue the pace. At about seventy yards from home 
| the favorite got in front, and one of the gamest struggles on record took place, 

Albison ultimately winning by a yard, in 4 mins. 224secs., the fastest time in 
which a mile was ever run, Tom Hosspool having had the honor till this event. 
Mr. Thomas Hayes, the proprietor of the grounds, was referce and stakeholder.

On the following Monday a seven miles walking match took place at Garratt- 
lane, between Proctor and Sym, for £25 a side. Sym walked off with a slight 
advantage, Proctor keeping pretty close to his heels during the first quarter of a 
mile, but when another lap had been done Sym got three or four yards a-head, 
and at a mile had walked away from Proctor more thanascore yards. The 
time-keeper marked 7 mins. 41 secs. since the start. The second mile pro- 
gressed, and with it also progressed Sym’s chance of winning, for he mana- 
ged to put a still greater distance between him and his opponent, and soon af- 
ter the completion of the second mile (time, 16 mins. 15 secs.), the race was 
booked a dead certainly for Sym. Proctor, however, was determined to work 
his man well, and not to suffer defeat without a struggle, so during the third 
mile he put the steam on considerably, and made several efforts to catch Sym, 
but his efforts were abortive, for he only got farther in the rear, and at the third 
mile (time, 24 mins., 55 secs.), was pretty nearly 100 yards behind, to which 
another score or so were added in the fourth mile. The horologe said that 33 
mins., 51 secs. had now passed. Five miles were covered in 42 mins., 40 secs., 
andSym had gone ahead considerably, the race now being virtually over. 
Proctor did not, however, relinquish wholly his endeavors. Sym, evidently 
thinking he might as well take it gasily, shut off some of the steam, and for a 
moment seemed inclined to rest on his oars, and Proctor, fancying he might 
catch his opponent tripping, put on a spurt, and drew a little closer up, but it 
was no go. Sym walked on, boldly and erect, as he had done, by-the-bye, ail 
the distance, and finished the seven miles in 6lims. 2 secs., being at the finish 
upwards of 150 yards ahead.

LONDON, WEDNESDAY, Nov. 7

miral Sir Charles Napier, which took place yesterday morn 


r at 20 minutes to 6, at his residence, Merchistoun Hall, 


near Portsmouth. I condense from ‘‘Men of the Time,”’ the 


following account of his life, which is founded on “O’Bryne’s 
Naval Biography”’: 
Sir Charles Napier was born on the 6th of March, 1756, at 
| the house of his father, and entered the Royal Navy in 17:9 
as a first-class volunteer on board the Martin sloop-of-war, 
| Captain the Honorable Matthew St. Clair, employed in the 
| North Sea, Removed, in the early part of the ensuing year, 
| to the Renown, 74, the flagship of Sir John Borlase Warren, 
| he accompanied an expedition to Ferrol, and afterwards to 
| the Mediterranean, where, in November, 1802, he became 
|; midshipman of the Greyhound, 32, Captain William Hoste. 
| On his return from a visit to St. Helena in the Egyptienne 
| he joined successively in 1804-5 the Mediator and Renom- 
| mee frigates. In 1805 he was appointed lieutenant of the 
} Comers 74, which formed part of the squadron under 
Sir . Warren, atthe capture, in 1806, of the Marengo, 
| 80, the tlag-ship of Admiral Linois, and the Belle Poule fri- 
| gate, 40, and in March, 1807, being then in the West Indies, 
| in the Prince George, 98, was nominated acting commander 
of the Pultusk brig, to which vessel he was confirmed on 
the 30th November following. On the 17th of July, 180s, 
having been present at the reduction of the Danish islands, 
St. Thomas and St. Croix, he assisted in the boats of the 
Fawn sloop, at the cutting out of a Spanish merchantman, 
| lying at Puerta Rico, under the protection of two batteries, 
the guns of one of which he spiked. In August of the same 
| year he commanded the Recruit brig, of 18 guns, in which | 
he fought a smart action with the Diligente, a French cor- | 
vette of 22 guns; which, after he had had his mainmast | 
| shot away, many of his carronades dismounted, some of his 
inen killed, and himself wounded, he succeeded in putting 
| to flight. On this occasion, although his thigh was broken 
by a shot, he refused to leave the deck until the enemy was | 
out of sight. In February, 1809, he assisted at the redaction 
of Martinique, where he gained considerable distinction, 
and shortened the duration of the siege by the manner in 
which, with only tive men, he scaled the walls, and in open 
| day planted the union-jack upon the ramparts of Fort Ed- 
ward. In the ensuing April he assisted Sir Alexander Coch- 
| rane in a chase of three ships of the line, which lasted up- 
wards of two days, and which terminated in the capture of | 
the Hanpolt, 74. He was made a post captain on the 22nd | 
of May, 1809, but did not go afloat again till 1811. After 
| performing many brilliant services, his ship, the Euryalus, 
| was paid offin June, 1815, and on the 4th of that month he | 
| gallant commander was nominated a C.B. 

He was not called into action again till the 8th of January, | 
1829, when he was employed on particular service on the 
coast of Portugal, in the Galatea, 42. On the retirement, 
or rather dismissal, of Sartorius from the command of the 
Portuguese fleet, it was offered to and accepted by Napier ; 
and, inspite of the great difficulties by which he was sur- 
roanded, he soon managed to give a good account of the 
enemy. 

On the Ist of January, 1839, Captain Napier was appointed 
to the command of her Majesty's ship Powerful, 54, fitting 
for the Mediterranean, in which ship he hoisted, in 1840, his 
broad pennant as commodore, and became second in com- 
mand, under Sir R. Stopford, of the fleet employed on the 
coast of Syria. On the 10th of September of that year, he 
| effected a landing at D’Journie at the head of 1,500 Turks 
| aud British marines, and in this his first operation on the 
| Syrian coast he displayed such indefatigable zeal as to elicit 
, the warmest consideration from his admiral. On the 2ud of 
; November, 1840, the commodore assisted at the siege of 

Acre, under the command of Sir Robert Stopford. With 
some few drawbacks, fully redeemed by his subsequent 
| performances, Commodore Napier’s services in Syria were 
of the most dashing and distinguished character, and were 
! attended with great benefit to the civilised world. Both in 

land as well as sea operations he proved himself thorough- 

ly up to his work. After the reduction of Acre the commo- 
' dore proceeded to take charge of the squadron off Alexan- 
dria, where he concluded an advantageous convention with 
Mehemet Ali. In acknowledgment of these really impor- 
tant services he was created a Knight Commander of the 
Bath on the 4th of December, 1840. He was also included 
in the thanks of parliament to the Commander-in-Chief and 
his subordinates; and was presented by the Emperors of | 
Austria and Russia and the King of Prussia with the Cross 
of Maria Theresa of Austria, the Cross of St. George of Rus- 
sia, and the insignia of the second class of the Order of the 
Red Eagle of Prussia. In the spring of 1541] he returned to | 
England, and on the 30th November of that year was ap- 
pointed one of the naval aides-de-camp to her Majesty. He 
had already been awarded (January 1837) the captain's 
good-service pension. He was also appointed Rear-Admi- 
ral of the Blue, and held for two years the command of the 
Channel fleet with his flag on board the St. Vincent, 120. 

After a prolonged interval of life at home Sir C. Napier 
received the command of the Baltic fleet at the outbreak of 
the Russian war. The services of this fleet were not bril- | 
lant, but the admiral brought home his fleet in safety and 
Admiral Napier was promoted to the rank of 
| Rear-Admiral of the Blue in 1846; Vice-Admiral of the Blue 
ia 1353; Viee-Admiral of the White in June, 1855; and Vice- 
| Admiral of the Red in 1557. Sir Charles Napier has been a 
great politician in his time. In 1832 and 1837, he contested 
successively the boroughs of Portsmouth and Greenwich, |
